AFTER FIRING SHOTS 
INTO YOUNG WOMAN 


Jealousy Thought Motive 
for Tragedy in Wood 
Near Washington. 


MISS GAIL E. NELSON 
IS DYING IN HOSPITAL 


Note Found in E. J. Barron’s 
Pocket Warning Victim of 
Another’s Attentions. 


Edward J. Barron, water depart- 
ment employe, living at 142 Q 
street northwest, shot and seriously 
wounded Miss Gail E. Nelson, a vet- 
erans’ bureau clerk living at 14 T 
street northeast, in a lonely Virginia 
wood yesterday afternoon and then 
committed suicide. 

_Jealousy apparently was the mo- 
tive of the shooting. A letter was 
found in Barron’s pocket warning 
Miss Nelson about going with an- 
other man: Barron was married. 

The tragedy was discovered by 
Lieut. Comdr. Holloway Frost, U. 8. 
N., who was horseback riding near- 
by. He found the two motionless 
figures in a wood on the Carter 
farm in Arlington county, near the 
Mount Vernon boulevard, about 6 
miles from Washington. 

Miss Nelson, who is a graduate 
of George Washington university, 
was hovering between life and death 
at the Alexandria hospital last 
night. Her mother, Mrs. Christine 
Nelson, was at her side. 

Miss Nelson is 26 years old. Bar- 
ron was 35. They met in 1923. 


Act Carefully Planned. 


Barron evidently had carefully 
planned to kill Miss Nelson, and 
it is thought that he committed sui- 
cide in the belief that the woman 
was dead. 

When he called for her shortly 
before noon yesterday he had a shot 
gun hidden in his coupe. | 

A desperate struggle between 
Barron and Miss Nelson preceded 
the shooting, judging from the ap- 
pearance of the inside of the auto- 
mobile and bruises on Miss Nelson’s 
body. 

After firing two loads of buck- 
shot at her, Barron took the ram- 
rod of the gun and plunged it into 
her shoulder. The point of the rod 
struck a lung. It was still there 
when she reached the hospital. 

Gun Beside Body. 

The shot with which Barron took 
his own life entered under the chin 
and plowed through the back. of 
his head. The shotgun was lying 
alongside of his body. 

When Lieut. Comdr. Frost reach- 
ed the scene, Miss Nelson was lying 
across some tin cans about 15 feet 
from the body of Barron. She was 
then semiconscious. The coupe was 
nearby. 

Commander Frost rode to the 
home of Capt. M. H: Parsons, head 
of the local park police, who lives 
about 500 yards from the scene of 
the shooting. He told the occupants 
of the house of his discovery and 
the latter called the Arlington 
county jail. 

Deputy Sheriff Harry L. Wood- 
yard, accompanied by Officer Stanley 
Gordon, drove to the Carter farm 
and, finding Miss Nelson still alive, 
drove her to the hospital in Alex- 
andria. 

Liquor Bottles Found. 


Barron’s body was taken to the 
undertaking establishment of C. J. 
Ives in Clarendon. An inquest will 
be held tomorrow by Coroner B. H. 
Swain. 

Coroner Swain expressed the 
opinion last night that Barron was 
drunk when he did the shooting. 
Two partly filled bottles of liquor 
were found in the coupe. 

Miss Della Nelson, sister of the 
wounded woman, denounced Barron 
in an interview last night. She 
said she was convinced that her 
sister did not know he was mar- 
ried. The two met, she said, dur- 
ing the Shrine convention, in the 
summer of 1923 

Mrs. Fannie B. Barron, wife of 
arron, claimed the body at the 
Ives undertaking establishment last 
night.

FROM SPITZBERGEN 


Decides on Direct Trip 
Without Placing Base 
in Peary Land. 


PLANE FAILS TO RISE 


IN INITIAL ATTEMPT 


Capt. Wilkins Hops Off in the 
Detroiter for Camp at 
Point Barrow. 


New York, May 8 (By A. P.).—} 


Commander Richard E: Byrd hop- 
ped off from his base in Spitzbergen 
on his first flight toward the north 
pole this morning, it was announced 
tonight by tlie New York Times, and 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

The hop-off was successfully 
made on the second attempt of the 
day. The first attempt, made four 
hours earlier, was unsuccessful, the 
airplane failing to rise because of 
its heavy load. The load was then 
lightened. 

At the last moment, the com- 
mander changed his flight plans. 
Instead of flying first to Peary Land 
and establishing a base of supplies 
there, he is flying direct toward the 
pole and returning over Peary 
Land. 7 

He expects to return in less than 
24 hours. The approximate dis- 
tance from Spitzbergen to the pole 
is 720 miles. 

His subsequent plans will depend 
on his experiences in this flight. 

Wilkins Takes Wing. 

Fairbanks, Alaska. May ~ (By A. 
P.).—Capt. George H. Wilkins, of 
the Detroit arctic expedition, ac- 
companied by Maj. Thomas G 
Lanphier, U. §. A., left here today 
in the airplane Detroiter piloted by 
Sergt. Charles M. Wisley for Point 
Barrow. From there they expect 
to flyover the Arctic ocean in the 
search of land. 

After the flight is completed, 
they plan to return to Fairbanks 
by air. 

Capt. Wilkins intends to make an 
eight-hour dash from Barrow out 
over the ocean, four hours north- 
ward and the same time south- 
ward. A day is scheduled for pre- 
paration at Barrow before the re- 
connoissance. 

The expedition has 380 gallons of 
gasoline at Barrow that was carried 
there by the airplane Alaskan. This 
airplane was wrecked Thursday as 
it was taking off in a flight for 
Barrow. 

The Detroiter, a three-engined 
machine, carried 500 gallons of 
gasoline. In traversing a range of 
hills, north of Fairbanks, she ap- 
peared to be at an altitude of 1,500 
feet. 

This was a better pick-up than 
made by the Alaskan, a one-mo- 
tored plane, which thrice went to 
Barrow.

Place obstacles in its way.’’

The 
liquid fell from the plane in drops 
like rain and reacted to the mois- 
ture of the air, forming a curtain 
of smoke which descended to the 
ground. Curtains like those shown 
give effective screening for either 
terrestrial movement or air activity.

New gas masks, including those 
through which the wearer can talk, 
were shown the delegation.

[stablishment of an independent 
zovernment commission to have 
complete jurisdiction over radio 
‘communication {s highly essential, 
says a report on the radio control 
bill filed with the Senate yesterday 
by Senator Dill (Democrat), Wash- 
ington, in behalf of the interstate 
commerce committee. 

Although President Coolidge has 
warned Congress against creating 
additional Federal commissions or 
hureaus, the report declares an in- 
. dependent agency in this case is 
necessary because there must be the 
exercise ‘‘of a high order of dis- 
cretion and the most careful appli- 
cation of the principle of equitable 
treatment to all classes and inter- 
ests affected.’’ 

The commission would have au- 
thority to issue licenses for inter- 
state transmission of energy, com- 
munications, or signals by radio 
when public convenience, interest 
or necessity would be served there- 
bv 

Other Powers Proposed. 


It would be given-complete au- 
thority to classify stations and op- 
erators,’ prescribe the nature of 
service to be rendered, assign wave 
lengths and frequencies and the 
time during which stations might 
. Operate, determine the locations of 
stations, regulate the purity and 
sharpness of emissions and the ap- 
paratus used, establish areas to be 
served by any station, make inspec- 
tions of stations and apparatus 
used, make regulations consistent 
with law to prevent interference be- 
tween stations, regulate radio sta- 
tions on railroad trains, control 
vthain broadcasting, and regulate 
radio stations where a charge is 
made to listeners. 

“In times of war or national 
emergency,’ says the report, ‘‘the 
President is empowered to take con- 
trol of all stations and the owners 
are to be compensated for the use 
of the same. 

‘Government Stations engaged 
in government business are not 
subject to the control of the com- 
mission, but may do commercial 
business when not engaged in gov- 
ernment business. 

‘“‘No license shall be granted or 
transferred to aliens. 

“Licenses are limited to .two 
years. 

“Licenses shall be required to 
keep a log of all radio communica- 
tions for each day. 


Concerning Paid Material. 


“‘All matter broadcast for hire 
shall be announced as paid material 
and if any broadcasting station is 
used for hire or by political candi- 
dates or for discussing public ques- 
tions, there shall be no discrimina- 
tion and the licensee of each station 
shall be deemed a common carrier 
in interstate commerce and licensee 
shall not have the power to censor 
niaterial broadcast. 

“No person shall utter any false, 
fraudulent, libelous or slanderous 
communication by radio, and yiola- 
tion of this provision shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of $1,000 or one 
year in jail or both. 

“The bill exempts the Phillipine 
Islands and the Canal Zone from 
the control of the commission. 

‘The act is to take effect 90 days 
from the time of its approval.”

tanks and an armed force to convey 
food and merchandise. If the pick- 
ets accept the challenge there will 
be a battle; if not, the government 
will have scored a bloodless victory. 

Despite all signs of an approach- 
ing armed conflict, a great majority 
of the strikers show traditional 
English respect for order. The 
real danger comes from the revo- 
lutionary strike leaders, whose 
plans are goading their dupes to- 
ward violence and also, at the other 
end of the scale, the eagerness of 
the criminal population to commit 
crimes against property. Low class 
aliens in the East End, affected 
with bolshevism, are acting as 
provocateurs. 

As Lord Acton said, in his studies 
of the French revolution, the ter- 
rible thing about the whole busi- 
ness is the evidence of design. This 
evidence, however, is still ignored 
by large sections, which remain in 
pathetic innocence, and talk as if 
this Was a mere dispute over wages 
and hours. 

We have in this country a large 
number of what I believe you call 
in America ‘‘suckers’’-—harmless 
idealists who, out of mental vanity, 
patronize revolutionary doctrines 
without understanding their re- 
sults. 

To give one example, Lindsay, the 
master of Balliol, Oxford, recently 
wrote a book on Car] Marx, in which 
he argued that “‘A class struggle is 
not incompatible with idealism.” The 
archbishop of Canterbury, in a re- 
cent speech, impartially deplored the 
wrongs of the workers and the fact 
of the general strike. At the same 
time the bishop of London offered 
his palace as a ‘‘neutral’’ meeting 
ground for negotiations. 

This balancing between the forces 
of order and disorder is a symptom 
of the widespread propaganda of 
pink or “parlor’’ bolshevism. But 
apart from infected intelligence here 
and there, the general opinion is 
thoroughly sound on the necessity of 
defeating this revolutionary con- 
s iracy at all costs.

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NEW CODE OF LAWS 
FOR VIRGIN (SLANDS 
Io EXPECTED oOUN 


Favorable Action on Senate 
and House Bills at This 
Session Seen. ° 


By H. V. BERG, 
Member of the St. Croix Colonial 
Council. 


Legislation regarding the Virgin 
islands of the United States will in 
all probability be concluded by the 
adjournment of Congress unless a 
fanciful caprice of a few senators 
prevail in blocking this most needed 
and common sense legislation. 


The chairmen of the House and 
Senate insular committees, after 
holding extensive hearings on the 
matter, are bending every effort to 
hasten legislation that would re- 
lieve the acute situation existing on 
the islands. 

The insular committee of the 
Senate has concluded its hearings 
on a bill introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Frank B. Willis, of 
Ohio, while the bill introduced in 
the House by Representative Edgar 
R. Keiss, of Pennsylvania, is on the 
calendar awaiting final disposition. 


Would Provide Native Council. 


The pending legislation would ac- 
,cord the islands an insular gov ern- 


i ment wherein the governor and his 
‘executive cabinet are appointed be- 


tween the President and fhe bureau 
of insular affairs, the making of lo- 
cal laws being the province of two 
small elective councils of natives. 
A bill of rights is conveyed,the isl- 
ands based largely on that of Porto 
Rico and the bureau of insular af- 
fairs would be their administrative 
department. 

The proposed legisiation has fur- 


ther merit in that it would result in| 
considerable saving to the Federal 
government, which at present bears 


an excessive proportion of the gov- 
ernmental expense of these posses- 
sions. 

Contrary to popular belief the 
Virgin islands are not executively 
handled by the Navy Department, 
although officers of the navy have 
been used as executives since our 
occupation. 

A hastily passed act on entry into 
the war termed ‘‘temporary”’ is all 
the legislation that these posses- 
sions have received from Congress, 
although liberal appropriations 
have annually been made for gov- 
ernmental deficits. 


Navy Fills Positions. 


The present act allows the filling 
of executive positions by naval offi- 
cers and keeps in force what may 
be termed the organic bill of the 
istands, an old Danish code of: laws 
granted them by Denmark in the 
year 1863. 

All powers, military, civil and 
judicial,,.are placed in the naval 
governor and while there are two 
local councils of legislative char-

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acter, the old Danish law gives the 
governor here also complete domi- 
nation. The anomally of the whole 
situation has resulted in a com- 
plete breakdown of the entire gov- 
ernment and the chaotic condition 
there is manifest from the incidents 
that have taken place within the 
last few years. 

Under the law the governor is 
entitled to appoint a third of the 
members of the councils, but while 
the original idea of such appoint- 
ment was to represent the voteless 
faction of the populace, our gov- 
ernors have seized the opportunity 
to appoint: their - paid’ employes, 
merchants holding contracts with 
the government and candidates 
who, running for election, have 
been rejected at the polls. 

As the ‘natives look forward to 
their annual sugar crop for a source 
of revenue, so they look forward to 
the governor’s crop of appointees 
as a source of amusement. But 
these appointments assumed a 
rather serious aspect last year 
when the then governor, Capt. 
Philip Williams, appointed officers 
of the custom service, officers of the 
local judiciary, aliens and anybody 
that could be found sufficiently pli- 
able for the job. Under these cir- 
cumstances the voters objected to 
being represented by men whom 
they had just rejected for the office. 
The Treasury Department called at- 
tention to the violation of Federal 
statute, and ‘the elected faction -of 
the council refused to sit with 
aliens, being a class forbidden office 
by congressional act. 


Dissolved Assembly. 


The governor, deeming these acts 
rank insubordination, dissolved the 
assembly, discharged every mem- 
ber from his duties and, although 
all participants were reelected by 
the voters because of their refusal 
to seat the illegal appointees, the 
island’s council -has not functioned 
for nearly a year. In the absence 
of an American bill of rights no 
lawmaker takes his oath to support 
the laws or Constitution of the 
United States and one may hold a 
title of nobility or be receiving an 
emolument from foreign state while 
governing the unlucky American 
who chances that part of his terri- 
tory. Thus for many years after 
the United States owned the islands, 
the chairman of the St. Croix coun- 
cil was also the British consul of 
the island. Under these conditions 
is the annual appropriation given 
the islands by Congress expended by 
the American taxpayer, and perhaps 
there is some truth in the natives’ 
cry that the intended benefit is in 
the abstract only. 

As regards the judicial system 
there is no end of contortion and 
mystery, and at the present time the 
only resident judge on the largest 
island of the group, St. Croix, is 
held by legal] authorities who owe al- 
legiance to Denmark, having volun- 
tarily preserved his Danish allegi- 
ance according to the treaty of sale. 
In fact, the same individual, who is 
a Danish lawyer, was sitting in the 


islands council when by an act of 


Congress he was, on account of his 
nationality, compelled to resign. 


Appoints All Judges. 


Of course, the governor appoints 
and discharges. the judges of the 
courts on the island, not omitting 
the district.court, and in this re- 
spect the following case is descrip- 
tive of the usage of power. The 
first judge ofthe district court, a 
Chicagoan, because he refused to 
shape a decision to the governor’s 
liking, was peremptorily discharged 
by the governor. On his arrival at 
Washington the .judge was man- 
damused by the appellate circuit 
court of Philadelphia to return to 
the islands, ascend his bench and 
resume his judicial duties. The 
naval governor, however, refused to 
honor the writ of the circuit court; 
deprived the judge of his attend- 
ants, and threatened him with in- 
carceration in his owa jail if he at- 
tempted to pursue his office. 

In a recent appeal from the is]l- 
ands to the circuit court of Phila- 
delphia during the argument, 
presiding judge said: ‘‘I have been 
totally unable to find out what the 
law and what the situation is down 
there, and if nothing else can be 
done I am going to detail a judge 
of my Own court down there to try 
to find out.”’ 

Some time ago the Treasury De- 
partment detailed an expert to in- 
vestigate the banking system and 
economic condition of the islands, 
and this investigator was requested 
to appear before the committee of 
the Senate and elucidate. He ex- 
hibited coin and paper bills still the

FORCED RETURN OF FENNING 


FEES IS CONSIDERED LIKELY

of section 654 of the District code 
which makes it a misdeameanor for 
any insurance company or agent to 
give a rebate, it was contended. 
Commissions could only be given 
to licensed agents, it was con- 
tended, and inasmuch as his wards 
are not licensed agents, they can- 
not receive the commissions, 


Court Decisions Cited. 


As against this Maj. Davis G. 
Arnold, head of the guardianship 
service of the Veterans’ Bureau, 
cited the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the 
case of McGruder vs. Drury, 236. 

“It makes no difference,’’ the de- 
cision said, ‘‘that the estate was 
not a loser, or that the amount 
charged was no more than is 
usually charged. It was the rela- 
tion of the trustee for the estate 
that prevented him from making a 
profit for himself.”’ 

W. A. Edgar, vice president and 
agency director of the bond com- 
pany, testified that the company 
would not have permitted Mr. Fen- 
ning to give the commissions to his 
wards. When Maj. Arnold pointed 
out that when Mr. Fenning writes 
a bond he writes it for himself, Mr. 
Edgar said: 

‘‘We would not license a man for 
the expressed purpose of having 
him write bonds for his own risk; 
there are a great many laws which 
would prevent it and thére is a 
strong code of ethics against it. We 
do, however, take care of the inci- 
dental business in which our agents 
may be fiduciaries.”’ 

Mr. Fenning, before the House 
District subcommittee, testified that 
the bonding company had procured 
a license for him solely to take care 
of the business in his office. The 
committee was trying to develop 
what bearing the commissioner’s in- 
surance connections might have on 
his official duties. 


System Changed. 


For three months after he es- 
tablished relations with the bond- 
ing company, Mr. Fenning testified, 
and so did Lee B. Mosher, manager 
of the company’s local office, it was 
the practice for Mr. Fenning to de- 
duct his commission before for- 
warding the premium to the com- 
pany. But a different system was 
adopted. Now after the court has 
approved a charge against the 
ward’s estate for Mr. Fenning’s 
bond, he forwards the full amount 


to the company, and subsequently. 


his 25 per cent commission comes 
back. 

It is necessary for the commis- 
sioner to intercept this commission 
on its return voyage, he contended, 
for to permit it to continue on to 
the ward would be in violation of 
the rebate interdiction. 

Mr. Millan pointed out that the 
premise in the Magruder-Drury de- 
cision differed from Mr. Fenning’s 
case and cited several State deci- 
sions to support his contention that 
Mr. Fenning’s dual practice was not 
illegal. He discussed both the 
‘‘moral’’ and “‘legal’”’ aspects of the 
case. 

The commissioner does not profit 
from the ward’s estate, he con- 
tended, but receives his bond com- 
mission for services as an agent. 
The rate schedules of the different 
surety companies are uniform, he 
argued, and the court would pre- 
vent the guardian from bonding 
himself unnecessarily in order that 
he would receive remuneration 
from the sale of the bond. 


Claims “Little Flexibility.’ 


Mr. Edgar testified that there is 
but ‘“‘little flexibility’’ in the com- 
petitive rate schedules. 

Mr. Fenning, were he not an 
agent for the company, Mr. Millan 
argued, would have to take his 


bonds to somé company and the 
agent of that company would re- 
ceive the commission. 

Attorney Joseph Gans, of New 
York, who appeared as attorney for 
Adolph Adler, one of Mr. Fenning’s 
wards, around whom the hearing 
revolved, said the law is so plain 
on the subject that he did not care 
to answer Mr. Millan’s argument. 
Maj. Arnold was granted until 
Wednesday to make answer, after 
which time the auditor will make 
his recommendation to the court. 

Adler has been in New York for 
several years. Transfer of guar- 
dianship to the boy’s father has 
now been arranged and Mr. Fen- 
ning is making his final accounting. 
Inasmuch as his account, the usual 
form and asking for the usual fee 
is pending, it was decided to make 
a test case of it. 

The whole proceeding is a civil 
one, although it is possible for 
criminal action to grow out of it. 
Mr. Blanton claims the commission- 
er is criminally liable under section 
841 of the District code. This phase 
would turn on a charge that Mr. 
Fenning reported to the court a 
certain amount for a bond, $40 for 
example, whereas the bond was 
costing him 26 per cent less. ‘ 


Prison Term Possible. 


Conviction under this statute 
would vitiate all the fees Mr. 
Fenning had received in the case 
and subject him to a maximum im- 
prisonment of 10 years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Mr. Millan and. Mr. Fenning con- 


tested any effort to go beyond the 
Adler case at the hearing. The 
auditor accordingly restricted the 
hearing to this case but did allow 
considerable latitude in this sphere. 
For instance, he permitted ques- 
tions concerning previous accounts 
pertaining to Adler. Bearing on 
the restricted nature of the hearing, 
too, was the fact that all the steno- 
graphic and other service incident 
to it, is charged against Adler’s 
estate. 

If the auditor rules against the 
commissioner and is upheld by the 
court, however, Adler will stand to 
recover the bond commissions. 

Both Maj. Arnold and Mr. Gans 
sought to get Mr. Fenning to item- 
ize his services performed for Adler, 
but the commissioner stuck to the 
“composite picture’ which he held 
out to his congressional critics. 

Maj. Arnold tried to develo 


ter hares the commissioner shou 
charge as muck for Adler, in vow 
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‘York. as he would for a patient in 
St. Elizabeths Hospital. 

“If he had bene at St. Elizabeths 
do you not consider he would have 
been of more trouble to you?” Maj. 
Arnold asked. 


Calls Answer Impossible. 


“No insane ward can be of any 
‘trouble’ to the proper fiduciary,” 
Mr. Fenning fenced, and then when 
they’ got together on the word 
“trouble,” Mr. Fenning insisted he 
was being asked a question which it 
was impossible to answer. 

‘Nobody can say the amount of 
service he would have required to 
give had be been situated other than 
he is,’ the commissioner contended. 

Maj. Arnold then sought to intro- 
duce a record, showing that while 
the commissioner may consider the 


service performed varies with each 
case, his charges were uniformly 
10 per cent. Auditor Davis ruled 
that it was needless to encumber the 
record. 

Maj. Arnold developed that since 
the last accounting in the Adler 
case, approximately 50 letters had 
been exchanged between Mr. Fen- 
ning and other persons regarding 
the ward. A great bulk of the let- 
ters were in the nature of routine 
and acknowledgments. 

Maj. Arnold asked him if he did 
not think $101, which he is asking, 
was not excessive. Mr. Fenning in- 
sisted that it was not. 


Traveling Expenses Included. 


Mr. Gans, looking into previous 
accounts, found that Mr. Fenning 
had included a charge of $45 for 
his traveling @xpenses when he 
went to New York to visit his ward. 
Mr. Fenning explained that this was 
really but half the expenses of the 
trip. It was his custom to visit his 
wards when he had other business 
nearby, he said, and to assess the 
ward only half the expenses of the 
trip. 

Mr. Blanton and Maj. Arnold 
both appeared in Chief Justice Mc- 
Coy’s chambers in connection with 
the order transferring Roley Lee. 
The boy’s mother was also present. 
The chief justice, after assuring 
himself that the proper papers were 
in hand, signed the order willingly. 

The veterans’ bureau plans to 
send an attendant with the boy, it 
was said. There has been no ques- 
tioning his mental illness, but it 
was Mr. Blanton’s contention that 
if his mother wanted him home he 
should be permitted to go there.

Cooperation Sought for. Proper 
Placing of Young People 
| in Employment. 
BARNARD COLLEGE DEAN 
IS CHAIRMAN OF BODY 
Budget of $214,000 for Next 
Year Is Approved 
at Session. 


Industry and education will co- 
operate henceforth in the training 
and proper placing of young men 
'and women as the result of a con- 
| stitutional amendment adopted 
yesterday at the ninth annual meet- 
| ing of the American Council on 
| Education. 
| The council, which is composed of 
eighteen national educational organ- 
izations, amended its constitution so 
as to admit industrial firms to mem- 
bership on the same footing with 
colleges and universities. 

Dr. C. R. Mann, director of the 
‘council, in discussing the signifi- 
cance of the amendment, said: ‘‘A 
major problem today is the selec- 
‘tion of the right man for the right 
job and fitting him for that job. 
We are having representatives of 
industry come into the council so 
that they may tell us just what the 


various workers are required to do. 
Possessed of these ‘job specifica- 
tions,’ the teachers and professors 
can train their students according- 
.ly. At the same time, the indus- 
| trial men will learn from the teach- 
ers just what methods they use in 
| determining the fitness of a stu- 
‘dent for a particular job. 


Not to Train Students. 


“This move does not mean that 
‘the representatives of industry are 
| going to tell the schools how to 
| train young men or young women. 
| Nor does it mean that the schools 
| will attempt to dictate to industry. 
What it does is to link the world’s 
work with the schools for the mu- 
tual benefit of all—the schools, in- 
dustry and the student.”’ 
| Dean Virginia C. Gildersleeve, of 
Barnard college, was elected chair- 
man of the council.

BALLOCH ISSUES CALL 


The ‘“‘conclusion campaign’’ of 
the Howard university medical en- 
dowment fund will be formally 
opened at a university luncheon to 
the national campaign committee 
tomorrow at 1 o’clock in the dining 
hall on the university campus. To 
obtain a conditional gift of $2560,- 
000 from the general education 
board, $149,000 in cash must be 
collected before July 1.

It is likely that the so-called 
‘buyers’ strike’’ in this country 
during 1920 was due to lack of 
purchasing power, rather than toa 
desire on the part of consumers to 
withhold their money from ‘the 
market. Certainly savings bank 
deposits didnot increase at that 
time so fast as they had risen in 
the past three years, while there 
had been good consumer . buying. 
The rapid inflation of 1920 had car- 
ried commodity prices to outstrip 
the increase of wages and salaries. 
The volume of sales fell, and prices 
crashed. The resultant unemploy- 
ment was made worse bv a drastic 
restriction of credit. with an ac- 
celerated rise in the purchasing 
power of the dollar. 


The rising German mark may be 
accounted for in the same way. The 
chart shows a drop in German 
wholesale prices of all commodities 
from 138.2 in January, 1925, to 
118.3, for March, 1926. Unem- 
ployment has risen from 195,000 
last midsummer to 1,450,000 in 
December. and further to 2,060.000 
during February, 1926.

SAVE THE WILD FLOWERS. 

It is gratifying to learn that the ap- 
peals of the American Nature associa- 
tion to motorists and hikers to cease the 
spoliation of the flowers of the forests 
around the National Capital has met 
with popular support.

There is another expedition now in 
progress through the air about which 
very little has been made public up to 
date. The Smithsonian institution, in 
cooperation with the Dutch government, 
has undertaken to explore the last great 
“unknown land,” and its pygmy. inhabi- 
tants. It is four hundred years since 
the ‘first white man caught the first 
glimpse of what is now Dutch New 
Guinea. During the four centuries the 
mountainous backbone and the coastal 
jungle have resisted the repeated at- 
tempts which Europeans have made to 
penetrate its secrets. The attempt today 
would doubtless result in disaster should 
it have been made by the usual methods 
of the explorer. But Dr. Matthew W. 
Stirling, of the Smithsonian, is leading 
the exploration with an aeroplane and an 
army of 400 men, who are headed south 
up the Memberamo river to the junction 
of that stream with the Rouffar, by 
which it is hoped that the mountains may 
be penetrated. Dr. Stirling and his fel- 
low scientists are the pioneers who are 
at the present time establishing ad- 
vanced bases from which flights into the 
unknown regions will be made. 

The expedition, if successful, will con- 
tribute much valuable knowledge to the 
science of anthropology. The personnel 
of the expedition is in itself a rather 
unique anthropological gathering, as be- 
sides the American and Dutch leaders, 
scientists, photographers and mechanics 
there are 70 Dyak bearers, recruited from 
central Borneo, several hundred Java-

IN NINETY YEARS. 

Joseph Gurney Cannon, better known 
to everybody as “Uncle Joe,” who has 
lived on this earth only a decade short 
of a full century, remarked on Thursday 
last that “everything that ever hap- 
pened in the world worth happening ex- 
cept the Flood, the Crucifixion and the 
Revolutionary war happened in my 
time.” Then he instanced that the “cor- 
ner stone” of the B. & O. railroad was 
laid only eight years before he was born, 
and that the first telegraphic message 
was sent over a wire when he was eight. 

In May, 1836, when Joseph Gurney 
Cannon first saw the light of day, there 
were only 24 States in the Union. When 
he was six weeks old Arkansas was ad- 
mitted, and six months later Michigan 
came into the galaxy of States. The only 
sections of the vast territory now known 
as the “corn belt”? which had a voice in 
Congress were Illinois and Indiana. 
Iowa, Nebraska, and Kansas were un- 
created. Texas was a part of Mexico, 
as were New Mexico and Arizona. 
“Uncle Joe” had reached the ripe age 
of fourteen when California was ad- 
mitted, and he had reached his majority 
before Minnesota, Wisconsin and Ore- 
gon formed State governments. He was 
a member of the House which passed the 
enabling act under which Colorado came 
in. He was also a member when later 
the Dakotas, Montana, Idaho, Arizona 
Oklahoma, Wyoming, Utah and New 
Mexico had their stars added to the flag. 
Florida and Nevada also grew into States 
during the lifetime of “Uncle Joe.” 

Mr. Cannon ran on the same ticket 
with Abraham Lincoln in 1860. He 
served longer in Congress than any 
other man. His lifetime covers the terms 
of all but eight of the Presidents. He

When the District of Columbia 
was selected as the Capital, the 
land therein was owned by a num-_ 
ber of people, and they deeded their 
land to two trustees to lay out the 
streets, avenues, and public squares, 
and divided the rest of the land 
into blocks and lots. The land con- 
sisted of about 6,000 acres. In 
laying out the streets, 3,606 acres 
were taken, and about 549 acres 
were bought by the United States 
as sites for the public buildings and | 
grounds.

There have been administrations 
which have claimed to be honest, 
they have actually been 
honest in that they have not taken 
from the public Treas- 
ury, but who still at times may have 
been so intent upon succeeding in 
elections or reelections that they 
permitted the doubtful element to 
have indirect influence by closing 
their eyes to their wrongful acts. 

On the other hand, the accused 


‘person must also have a fair chance 
but! 


to prove his innocence or his side 
of the case. The government 
should have a defense department 
in addition to a presecuting depart- 
ment, so that the aceused will be 
protected against being wrongly 
convicted, but it should not be left 
to unscrupulous lawyers who em- 
ploy all kinds of tricks and sharp 
practices. 

It is very difficult to overcome 
the advantage held by criminals 
through the automobile. The crim- 
inal after the commission of a crim- 
inal act is prepared for flight and 
often gets away at full speed. A 
typical case occurred a short time 
ago in Baltimore. A bank clerk 
with a policeman was depositing a 
large sum of money. The criminals 
did not order them to hold up their 
hands, but simply shot the two, took 
the money and securities and got 
away in an automobile. 

So far they have not been dis- 
covered. Even if in some cases the 
criminal] is finally detected he has 
always the hope of getting away so 
quickly that he can not be caught. 
Besides the opportunity of procur- 
ing wealth without being detected, 
the criminal feels a certain exhilara- 
tion in taking the chance to escape, 
especially by cleverly handling the 
automobile. 

If the government would put its 
whole strength into the matter it 
would still be difficult of accom- 
plishment, but when it has to di- 
vert such tremendous energy into 
trying to reduce or stop bootleg- 
ging and acts against prohibition it 
adds greatly to the difficulty. The 
criminal wave, aided by the use of 
the automobile, is of such vital im- 
portance to the country that it 
would be well worth while to put 
the whole force and energy of the 
government at work to reduce or 
stop it.

even if they are of Mexican birth. 
At any hour the Mexican constitu- 
tion can be invoked against the 
Protestant Church as it is being in- 
voked today against the Catholic 
Church. As a matter of fact, the 
handful of 60 or so Protestant mis- 
sionaries in Mexico at the present 
hour, practically all of whom are 
foreigners, are there against the 
provision of the constitution. The 
very existence of mission schools is 
in violation of the constitution. And 
Bishop Miller himself can exercise 
the ministry in Mexico City only if 
he violates the present constitution.

It was with difficulty that the 
War Department selected the places 
for the first expenditures, as prac- 
tically all army posts are sadly in 
need of permanent construction. 

If Governors island in New York 
harbor and the Presidio of San 
Francisco are sold, the estimated 
value of the former being $25,000,- 
000 and the latter $26,000,000, the 
army building program would be 
well on its way to realization. 

The principle the War Depart- 
ment followed in selection of posts 
at which construction should begin 
was first to include only so much 
construction as could be paid for 
out of actual moneys to the credit 
of the housing fund, and to dis- 
tribute such moneys through the 
different corps areas and among 
the different arms of the service | 
in such a way as to help everybody 
as much as possible in the interest 
of morale. 

Apportionment of $555,000 for 
barracks and $100,000 for hospital 
at Fort Monmouth, N. J., marks the 
end of the question as to whether 
that post is to be retained as the 
principal station of the signal corps 
and the location of the army signal 
school. The post is on the site of 
the old Monmouth Park racetrack, 
and the signal corps has made use 
of some of the old buildings that 
were built at the track in the racing 
days.

Location Advantageous. 


The location is an advantageous 
one, in view of its proximity to 
New York city and the opportuni- 
ties offered for students at the 
school] to visit telegraph and tele- 
phone headquarters, laboratories 
and manufacturing plants, during 
the school terms.

CONSIDER RETIRING 
3 WAR ADMIRALS 


Haris, Grayson and Peoples 
Come Under Section of 
Act of March 4, 1925. 


It is understood that considera- 
tion is being given in the Navy De- 
partment to section 29 of an act of 
March 4, 1925, which reads: “‘Any 
staff officer of the navy now on the 
active list who held the permanent 
rank of rear admiral during the 
world war, after serving ten years 
in that rank, may, in the discretion 
of the President, be placed upon 
ithe retired list with three-fourths 
of the pay received by him on the 
active list at the date of retire- 
ment.” 

The officers that now are, or soon 
will be, subject to this provision, 
are the following, who. have dates of 
rank as. stated: Rear Admiral 
Frederick R. Haris. civil engineer 
‘corps, August 29, 1916; Rear Ad- 
/miral Cary T. Grayson, medical 
corps, August 29, 1916, and Rear 
Admiral Christian J. Peoples, sup- 
ply corps, July 1, 1917. 

Of the three officers only two are 
eligible for transfer to the retired 
list this year under that section. The 
only reason ascribed for action un- 
der the section at this time is that 
it would create vacancies for pro- 
motion of officers of the respective 
staff corps. The situation is notable 
as being the only circumstance un- 
der which an officer of the navy 
may be retired by the President, 
without application, except for 
physical disability, age in grade, 
and the compulsory retirement at 
64 years. It is understood, however, 
that Admiral Grayson would not be 
adverse to being placed on the re- 
tired list under that section after 
he becomes eligible therefor on 
August 29, 1926,

Stage aid Sera 


| Footlights and Shadows > 


—By JOHN J. DALY 


ONSTERNATION is in the theater. Something is happening right 
before our eyes; and no one—not even experts—seems to know 
exactly what it’s all about; what is taking place. Time, the old 

vixen, brings its inevitable change; or history is repeating itself. 

For some reason theatergoers throughout the land are not satisfied. 
For them there is no balm in Gilead; no meat of the Caesars; no tintin- 
nabulation; no merry-merry, save where stock companies are abound 
with well-selected plays. In these places managers are at their wits’ 
ends to keep the ball a-rolling. Selecting plays for the public is not all 
milk and honey. In the local yard, so far, the pulse-taking has been 
accurate; the diagnosis correct. Save in one instance, plays offered have 
been wholesome—clean. That, then, would seem to be one prerequisite 
for success; at least in the summer season. There comes, with spring, a 
new outlook; a fairer view. Slush goes with the winter. 

While the rest of the land is ‘having its trouble Washington settles down 
to its stock season with something akin to joy. If there is any worrying | 
about what plays the public would like, of these stock companies in our | 
midst, the management alone is not concerned. Outsiders, those who | 
walk up to box offices and deposit coin of the realm, are making out | 
lists of plays they think should be presented; just as each day in the cool | 
of the early morn myriad members of the racing fraternity make book 
on horses they hope will canter down the track ahead of the field. |

N front of The Post building day in and day out the multitude as- | 
] sembles before the boards. Divided like sheep and goats on that 
Last Great Day, there are two separate and distinct units—those who 
watch with dreamy eyes the writing of results in the win, place and show 
columns; those who, with abated breath, carry on before the scoreboard, 
watching with disgust or delight the recording of numerals in the chalk- 
lined squares that tell tales of the Nationals and their opponents. 

Just as these faithful follow the horses, or heroes of the diamond, 
there is another enthusiastic fandom watching and waiting for the listed 
plays of the stock season. They keep no score, no batting averages or 
fielding percentages, no dope or form sheets, get no tips, but they do look 
for inside information—and one of the sources for this, they believe, is 
their favorite newspaper.. Hence, since part of this business is keeping 
track of what goes on in the Land of Make-Believe, faithful followers of 
things theatrical turn anxious queries this way in hope of learning a 
thing or two that does not ordinarily appear in print. 

Accompanying some letters are suggestions for revivals of old plays. 
It seems that an entire city was on edge to get a look once again at an 
old play, long off the boards, recently revived. An all-star cast had been 
recruited, played the old favorite with a certain amount of success in 
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New York, and scheduled for the road. Alas and alack, the tour flopped. 
Why? Since it will eventually come out, like murder, there is probably 
no reason to hide the half-open secret. The “‘stars’’ were not in heavenly 
mood. There was rampant a certain amount of professional jealousy, 
so that when Jim learned his road dressing room was not quite so 
claborate an affair as that reserved for George; when Mabel discovered 
she would be put up in the loft while Annabel made up on the stage 
level, came clash and conflict. The tour was canceled. 

Anyway, while the good actors and actresses managed to cut off their 
noses to spite their well-known and highly advertised faces, thereby 
losing what might have been a highly successful engagement and 
going peremptorily back into shadows of a long retirement that eventu- 
~-nlly awaits them, they did render a certain service to the theater, at least 
in this sector. The withdrawal awakened an interest in some of the old 
plays that have not been seen on the banks of this river since Daphne 


was a kitten. 

HEN you trek back to the late eighties in the theater, you are, as 
W collegiates used to say, Going Some. In the eighteen-eighties sen- 
timental comedy was extant. That was about the time many established 
playwrights in England and America were just finding themselves. They 
were fiddling and fooling around with a form that was eventually to make 
some of them famous; taking, as it were, a preliminary and practical 
course in the high art of stagecraft and playwrighting. Out of that period 
came some of the best-knit plays of the past century. For technique and 
construction many of them are hard to beat; though nearly all are of a 
certain sweetness that stales with the years—like heavy air in a room 
long locked and barred; the absence of sunshine and fragrance of flowers. 

Puissant plays have come to be the order so far as they are modeled 
and made in craftshops of the moment. Perhaps this is one reason why 
those who devote time to letter writing, a test of earnestness if ever there 
was one, clamour for something out of the dear, dead days byond recall; 
something not so potent. In this connection it is interesting to note that 
several lay stress upon revival of an old Pinero play—‘‘Sweet Lavender.’’ 

Pinero went out of style some years ago. Excellent craftsman, he 
probably reached a point of perfection entirely beyond the heads of those 
paid to take his wares under professional advisement. Therefore his 
works went dormant until, in search of something worth while, the old 
Mother Hubbards, finding cupboards bare, sought in attics and came 
down with hands full of well-known MSS. Just so recently as last year 
und the year before, Washington witnessed a revival of ‘‘The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray.”’ 

“Lady Bountiful’’ and ‘“‘Sweet Lavender’’ were types of Pinero play- 
wrighting in vogue when English drama of the eighties was at its best. 
Those who want this latter play revived must have in mind a certain con- 
trast between what we are getting today and what those of 30-some 
years ago found on their plates. Certainly, aside from a certain fair- 
ness of form and matter, the old play has not the virility of other Pinero 
works. Too, it is no pet of its author. First: produced in 1888, the late 
Edward Terry enacted the leading role in ‘Sweet Lavender” some seven 
thousand times. Done continuously, that would hang a wreath of holly 
round the neck of ‘‘Abie’s Irish Rose.’”’ At the same time records show 
that other actors and companies were riding high on the wave of the 
play’s popularity; so that, barring other reasons, it might be a fine thing 
to bring back this old darling, if only to have us see at first hand what 
interested playgoers of another generation.

HIS, of course, is only one play mentioned in numerous letters; but 
at since so many hit upon the same script, it is interesting to pass it 
along for further consideration. 

If managers of theatrical troupes would listen to what I say, which, of 
course, for good business reasons they might wisely ignore, I’d go back 
to the days of a dime-novel-reading boyhood and bring out of the closet 
something with a dash of the old West in it; a native drama of life in the 
great open spaces, with a real hero and villain and a girl to make red 
blood course in torrential spurts through the veins of both—-say, for in- 
stance, Owen Wister’s classic of another day, ‘““‘The Virginian.”’ 

With all due respect to our modern playwrights, they are giving us too 
much drawing room and too little of life in the open. In a day when 
there was a scarcity of conveyances, folk who never got much farther 
than the next town reveled in what was going on over the mountains. 
Now that automobile and airplane have cut into distance, and steam- 
boats travel faster than some of the land-going ships of years ago, a trav- 
el-worn populace prefers to have its plays and stage settings suggestive 
of home; a garden, a bedroam, a sun parlor, evening clothes—pajamas 
and tux—and cocktails that go with them. ’Tis a strange turnabout. The 


old folks wanted to see strangers. We, having seen others, come back to 
see Ourselves.

So closely is healthful recreation | 
linked with all forward-looking | 
movements for youth and old age 
alike that it is logical that the wom- 
en’s orgenizations, no matter what 
may be their objects in banding to- 
gether, take an interest in the es-' 
tablishment of local and national 
playgrounds and recreation centers. 
Therefore, while fhe business ele- 
ment of the District of Columbia 
very properly may look onthe great 
impetus which will be given to the 
commercial atmosphere of the na- 
tional city if the project for a na- 
tional park in the Shenandoah val- 
ley really succeeds, the clubwomen 
are basing their interest on the 
more intangible but quite as valu- 
able social and welfare side of the 
question. Speakers have been in- 
vited to many of the club meetings 
to tell of the plans for the laying 
out of this park running south from 
Front Royal, Va. In proportion 
Washington women are as eager to 
raise their quota toward this object 
as are the Virginia-women. 

Another matter which is inter- 
woven with youth, recreation and 
the general subject of preparation 
for citizenship is that of the proba- 
tion system of the juvenile and 
other courts. .Judge Sellers. of the 
juvenile court, is the chairman of 
the Probation association organized 
some vears ago. which goes into 
this question in a practical fash- 
ion, and Jeading citizens and club 
members of the District are to be, 
enrolled even more extensively than 
formerly in the groups of people 
who care what becomes of the 
youth who are given a chance for 
readjustment through a system of 
probation. Probation has proved 
one of the most salient means of 
@€ncouragement in following the 
Straights paths in the labyrinth of 
life, all authorities agree. 

Another problem facing those 
who are interested in the encour- 
agement and development of young 
America is that of the ‘round peg 
in a square hole,”’ the boy or girl 
Who is placed in the wrong social 
or industrial environment to which 
much of the increase of crime and 
unrest can be attributed, some of 
the social and welfare workers de- 
clare. 

Hundreds of girls and boys in 
this country are prevented by pov- 
erty and other circumstances from 
developing exceptional talent. 
This gives wide scope for work of 
the women of leisure and financial 
resources to really justify their own 
existence in finding these out and 
in a systematic organized manner, 
which is the only effective one, 
paving the way of youth to the 
realization of their ambitions and 
thus contribute to the human 
wealth and achievement of the na- 
tion. ; 

Dr. Carl C. Brigham, associate 
professor of psychology at Prince- 
ton university. who has conducted 
psychology tests at Cooper 
union in New York for the last 
four years, has made the statement 
that the economic loss to the na- 
tion at the present time is very 
great because of the failure to train 
and develop every boy and girl of 
unusual talents. 

As a demonstration of what this 
latent talent may result in, if given 
proper training and opportunity, is 
cited by Dr. Brigham in the case of 
Miss Margery Stocking, a Brooklyn 
girl, who works by day to support 
herself, but studied at night and 
won the first medal in a contest 
open to al art schools in the United 
States. ‘ 

Of course, in Washington we 
have a clear example of what op- 
portunity will result in by the hun- 
dreds of men and women govern- 
ment employes who serve faithfully 
for Uncle Sam all day, but study 
and work hard at night at one of 
the many centers open for them in 
art, music and other professions. 
Many can cite cases of national or 
world famous people who began 
Wife as a government clerk and 
@limbed the ladder of fame through 
the facilities thrown open to them 
through our local government and 
educational centers.

Dr. J. H. Dellinger Declares 


Period of Rapid Changes 
Has Been Passed.

ASSERTS PRESENT SETS 
GOOD FOR 15 YEARS 


Installation of Equipment on 
Farms Is Expected to Go 
Forward Quickly. 


Radio is established definitely as 
a practical, dependable, permanent 
utility for everyday use, in the judg- 
ment of Dr. J. H. Dellinger, chief 
of the radio section of the bureau 
of standards. 

The day of rapid changes in radio 
models, Dr. Dellenger says, has 
passed. Following the period of ex- 
perimental development, during 
which the market was flooded with 
scores of ‘‘sets’’ of all degrees of 
receptivity, the industry has now 
settled down to the production of a 
relatively few standard. high class 
sets, expertly designed and substan- 
tially built, which may be expected 
to give as good results 5. 10 or 15 
years from now as they do when 
new. | 

‘There is no longer any more rea- 
son for waiting to buy a good radio 
set,’”’ says Dr. Dellinger, ‘‘than 
there is in waiting to buy a good 
piano. While there doubtless will 
be occasional refinements in receiv- 
ing equipment, these are not likely 
to affect appreciably the compara- 
tive value of the standard sets of 
today. Tubes, of course, will lose 
their efficiency after from 1,000 to 
2.000 hours of use, but most of 
thesé can be reactivated at small 
cost: The set as a whole, however, 
will retain its efficiency and value 
indefinitely.”’ 


Use on Farms Increases. 


Dr. Dellinger’s conclusions as to 
the stability and permanent utility 
of standard present day sets is re- 
garded as particularly important 
by the radio authorities of the De- 
partment, of Agriculture, who are 
planning a wide extension of de- 
partmental radio services as a di- 
rect aid to agriculture. 

Many farmers, the department 
finds, have delayed the installation 
of radio equipment in the helief 
that sets installed before the in- 
dustry became stabilized and the 
science perfected soon would be 
antiquated and out of date and 
would either have to be junked or 
replaced at considerable cost. With 
assurances from government 
sources that receiving equipment 
has been perfected and standard- 
ized so as to insure the permanent 
use and value of their sets, it is 
believed the installation of radio 
equipment on farms will be much 
more rapid.

‘Tones of the “Virginia Liberty Bell” 
—Romance and History Enshroud 
Beautiful Little Citys Which Was 
First Capitol of the United States. 


HEN President Coolidge 

arrives in Williamsburg 

next Saturday, he will 

visit the scene of Amer- 

ica’s first birthday party. 

When he hears the old 

Bruton church bell peal forth its wel- 

come, he will hear the same bell that 

rang out American independence in 

May, 1776—six weeks before the ring- 

ing of the Liberty bell in Philadelphia— 
and this one didn’t crack! 


Williamsburg, Virginia, “the cradle of 
the Republic,” is one of the “first” towns 
of our country. 


Here was the first Capitol in the 
United States; the first free school; the 
first theater; the oldest college build- 
ings (William and Mary, second in ac- 
tual operation to Harvard) ; Bruton par- 
ish church, the oldest in constant use in 
America. 

And here on May 15, 1776, the stu- 
dents and citizens of Williamsburg de- 
clared for independence, hauled down 
the British flag, paraded the troops on 
the green and rang the old church bell 
—the first to speak for liberty! 

But let a charming Williamsburg lady 
tell it in her charming way. We were 
‘sitting together by an open fire in the 
most delightful old colonial house that 
ever rambled around a box bordered 
walk! Outside a chilly spring day, rain- 
ing, hailing a little, too, snapping 
against the window and pelting the cow- 
slips and jonquils. Inside a low-ceiled 
room, swept with friendly open book- 
shelves, the air sweet with white nar- 
cissus which filled the crystal bow] on 
the mahogany table. 

The lady reached for her darning bas- 
ket in a low chair by the fire. “Now 
just what is it,” she smiled, “that you 
want to know?” 

“Everything!’’ we burst out—‘“every- 
thing about Williamsburg—its story— 
not the brick and mortar history, but 
the soul of it—the spirit, you know!” 
* “Yes, [do know,” the lady smiled 
avain, “history is really written in yel- 
lowed. letters, faded photographs, a 
pressed flower, perhaps—this sort of 
thing’—she got up and going to the 
mantel took down a small picture (we 
thought it was a daguerreotype)—‘“‘do 
you know what this is?” 


““No-o,” we answered, eyes fascinated _ 


by the delicate tracery, like white lace 
mounted on black velvet—“‘‘it looks like 
frost flowers!” 

“It is a watch paper,” my hostess ex- 
plained. “In the old days when photo- 
graphs were not to be had milady gave 
her fiance one of these for his watch— 
some of them were hand painted and 
others exquisitely cut out, like this.

On one of these, at the back, there stood 
the first theater in America.” 

“Oh, really? The old Levingston the- 
ater built in—in ’’ we paused hope- 
fully. 

“In 1716; yes—and the records show 
that it was here that the first perform- 
ance of ‘The Merchant of Venice’ was 
given in this country.” 

“How interesting,’’ we murmured, 
“and now do tell us about the celebra- 
tion that President Coolidge will at- 
tend.” : 

“Well, you know that Williamsburg 
was the old colonial capitol, and that 
the house of burgesses met here. That 
made it a political center, of course, and 
with the students here, too, feeling ran 
high. On May 15, 1776, they declared 
this a free and independent State, pa- 
raded the troops on the green, hauled 
down the Union Jack, ran up the Con- 
tinental flag in its place, and rang the 
Bruton church bell. This was six weeks 
before the Liberty bell rang in Phila- 
delphia, and—” the lady’s eyes were 
shining, “this one didn’t crack!” 

“Good!” we cried (we longed to wave 
something, too!) ‘And it has been ring- 
ing ever since?” 

“Yes, every day. It is the most his- 
toric bell in the South. It rang out the 
news of the repeal of the stamp act in 
1766; it rang in 1781 to celebrate the 
surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown, 
and in 1783 it rang to celebrate peace 
with Great Britain.” .

S we finally tore ourselves away 
from the charming lady and her 


fireside, we cut across the palace green 
toward Bruton church. 

We looked up at the old bell, and we 
wanted to bow—anyway our spirit did! 
The bell that had summoned to worship 
and to war; that had spoken for free- 


dom and sounded for peace; that had 
called to the spirit of America for near- 
ly 200 years! 

And then we looked down at the old 
stone steps—gray, where they weren’t 
vellowed with sun and rain, and we 
thought of the feet that had worn them 
away; Washington, Jefferson, Monroe, 
Tyler, Marshall, Randolph, Henry, 
Wythe. 

Inside the church there are pews with 
these names on the door, and a throne- 
like dais for his excellency the governor, 
canopied in crimson velvet, with his 
name gleaming in letters of gold. 

In the old days the vestry ordered: 
“That ye men sit on the north side of 
the church, and ye women on the left,”’ 
and also that ‘Ye gallery be assigned 
for use of ‘college youth.’” “College 
vouth” used it, and beguiled the mo- 
ments by carving their names on the 
back of the pew—and so did Thomas 
Jefferson. 

Many 
presented to Bruton church. The lec- 
tern was given by Theodore Roosevelt, 
and the Holy Bible by King Edward 
VIT.

EAVING the church and wandering 
down the Duke of Gloucester street 


(just a mile long, and reaching from the 
capitol to the college of William and 
Mary) we arrive at the site of the old 
‘capitol. This was the first capitol, so 
called, in the Unjted States. From the 
painting the old building with its white 
columns is reminiscent of the Capitol of 


today and another famous mile which 


Washington and all our Presidents since 
have traveled from the Capitol to the 
White House. | 

And here, on a May day of 1765, 
when the burgesses were meeting, Pat- 
rick Henry was making his impassioned 
‘speech against the stamp act. “Tar- 
quin and Caesar had each his Brutus,

III—” here he was interrupted by a cry 
from the speaker, ““Treason!” and the 


house took it up—“treason, treason!’’) 
Patrick Henry fixed his eye on the 
speaker and gloriously he flung his chal- 
lenge—“If this be treason, make the 
most of it!” 

“This is the way” (so it was said), 


This building was designed by Sir Christopher Wren and is said to be the only one of its kind in America. 


“the fire began; Virginia rang the alarm 
bell for the continent.” 

Just off the Duke of Gloucester street 
is the old Powder Horn, built for a pow- 
der magazine, by Gov. Spottswood in 
1714. An octagonal. building, brick, 
mellowed by time and hung with ivy, it 
is as peaceful and picturesque an affair 
as one could imagine. 

The six chimney lot where dwelt Mrs. 
Martha Custis, is adorned now only by 
the old brick kitchen, all that is left of 
the imposing Custis mansion. 

Here Mrs. Custis sought seclusion in 
her widowhood and retired from the 
world, but not from Washington! The 
gallant general came and saw and con- 
quered, and that right speedily. In this 
lovely old spot the courtship began and 
progressed, which was to take Mrs. Cus- 
tis far from quiet Williamsburg.

ILIGENTLY we inquired for the 
house (of which we'd heard) of 


one Blackbeard the pirate. But alas, 
had he come to Williamsburg, we were 
told his only home would have been the 
jail! For after terrorizing shipping in 
Virginia and Carolina waters, Black- 
beard was killed in a hand-to-hand fight, 
and died with his knife in his teeth, as 
all good pirates should! Some of his 
followers did find residence in Williams- 
burg, however. They were lodged in the 
jail, tried in the courthouse and hanged 
on the Gallows road. ~- 

The brick courthouse, built in 1772, 
has a picturesque white cupola and is 


‘beautiful in line and proportion. It was 


court day when we were there, and lean- 
ing against the doorway were the ac- 
customed :loungers — mud-spattered 
boots, blue overalls, red bandannas, were 
all in evidence, but the horses standing 


in the old street were all bred in Henry” 
Ford’s stable. 


The first free school in America was 
in Williamsburg and stood on the road 
leading to Queen’s creek. It was found- 
ed by Mrs. Mary Whaley, and consisted 
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of a schoolhouse, the master’s house and 
a stable. It was named for Mrs. Whaley’s 
little son, Matthew, who died in infancy. 


The Audrey house, made famous as 
the home of Mary Johnston’s heroine of 
that name, is a many-dormered, homey, 
white and green residence, flanked by 
enormous box bushes. It is a typical 
eighteenth century house, and many sto- 
ries cluster about it. One of these, 
which had never been told, is inscribed 
on the window pane—‘S. B. °1796—O 
Fatal Day.” 

Just across the street is the most de- 
lightful and to me the most intriguing 
house in Williamsburg: the Wythe 
house. Here lived the chancellor, 
George Wythe, designer of Virginia’s 
coat of arms, friend and teacher of 
Thomas Jefferson and John Marshall. 
And here in 1781 George Washington 
had his headquarters. 

It is quite deserted now, so we wan- 
dered around and sat down on the old 
crumbly brick steps overlooking the 
garden—tangled vines sweeping to the 
top of the trees, jonquils and peri- 
winkles marching by in continental col- 
ors, buff and blue. 

A climbing rose was snapping at the 
window pane, and then we heard—a 
step?

NCE upon a time, when this house 
was a-rustle with silk and this gar- 


den gay with belles and beaux, there 
came here to live my Lady Skipwith. A 
vivacious and spirited “‘baggage,” she 
always lived up to her mischievous name 
of “Nancy.” And one night at the ball 
when everything was not to her liking, 
she ran away—losing her slipper as she 
went. Did she return for it? Not she!

As we went up the steps of 
the old building, we half expected to 
meet a bewigged gentleman in doublet 
and hose, who would sweep us a bow 
with his three-cornered hat, and bid us 
enter. 

The door opened and a rainbow pour- 
ed out. Slickers—red, yellow, green, 
purple—every color under heaven, they 
flapped and flopped around the boys and 
girls who swarmed town the steps. We 
smiled at the bobbed heads bobbing un- 
der ‘the old gray arch, then burst out 
laughing at the blare of jazz that swept 
out from the corner drug store.

The old main building of William and 
Mary was designed by Sir Christopher 
Wren, the only one in this country. The 
college was chartered February 8, 1868, 
by King William and Queen Mary. The 
royal proclamation follows: 

WILLIAM R. 

Trusty and welbeloved, Wee Greet you 
well. Whereas wee have thought fitt 
that all due Encouragement be given ye 
College of Wm. and Mary lately founded 
in our Town of Williamsburgh in Vir- 
ginia, for promoting Religion & Learn- 
ing in .those parts: wee do therefore 
hereby recomend ye same to you willing 
and requiring you to doe whatever lyes 
in you for ye due encouraging ye so Col- 
lege, and in particular yt call upon ye 
psons yt have promised to contribute to- 
wards ye maintenance of ye so College, 
to pay in full their severall Contributions 
to the end so Good and pious a work may 
be carryed on for ye General benefit & 
good of that Country. And soe wee bid 
you farewell. Given at our Court at 
Hampton Court the 30th day of Decem- 
ber, 1700, in the twelfth yeare of our 
Reigne.

In “priorities’ given on a_ tablet 
in the hall of the main building it is 


stated that this is the “First college in 
the United States in its antecedents, 
which go back to the college proposed at 
Henrico (1619).” This was that first 
American university laid out by Sir 
Thomas Dale at Henricopolis. The col- 
lege buildings of William and Mary are 
the oldest on American soil—in actual 
operation the college is second to Har- 
vard.

N one of the walls of the main build- 
ing there hangs the most delightful 

picture of William of Orange—rampant, 
we'd call him, surmounted by a much 
plumbed bonnet. The picture is by Will- 
iam Smith—Printseller, 33 South Sixth 
street, Philadelphia. The battle is 
fought in verse, and this is how it goes: 
“July the first in Oldbridge town 

There was a grievous battle 

Where many a man lay on the ground, 

By cannons that did rattle. 

King Jamss he pitched his tents between 

The lines for to retire 


But King William threw his bomb balls in 
And set them all on fire.”’

Well, we have just been 
everywhere this year. Had the greatest 
and most enjoyable year I have ever'ex- 
perienced in all my little Theatrical ca- 
reer. I have been out all over the coun- 


try and met some of the greatest peo- 
ple, and I sure did enjoy playing to 
them. They are a great bunch. They 
don’t come to a show to criticize it. They 
come in with the idea of having a good 
time, and they give you the benefit of 
the doubt every time. And read? Say, 
the audiences in the smaller towns make 
a monkey out of the big Cities for know- 
ing what is going on in the world. They 
know and read everything. 

But the old New Yorkers are still on 
the job when it comes to something that 
has happened around their own town. 
Well, my New York Manager wired me 
while out on the road, “Have you book- 
ed for Carnegie Hall, N. Y., for Sunday 
Night, April 11th.” My goodness! [I 
commenced getting scared. I wired 
him, “Don’t take a chance on New York. 
We been doing pretty good and we bet- 
ter let good enough alone.” 

But he would have his way, and he 
went ahead and stuck us in there. As 
the time got nearer and nearer the more 
leary I got. Now a lot of my old friends 
out of N. Y. don’t know what this Car- 
negie Hall thing is. And lots of them 
in New York City don’t know what it 
is. I myself used to think it was one of

those things that “Uncle Andy” Car-. 


negie imposed on every good-natured 
town. So I thought maybe New York 
to be different calls their “Carnegie 
Hall” instead of Library, because if it 
gets out in New York that it is a Li- 


brary and nothing but books in there, it 
would be boycotted. But by calling ita 
“Hall” New Yorkers might think maybe 
there was some dancing, or something 
worth while in there, and they would go 
in. Now, that is the way I had it figured 
out. But in the last few years I had 
found out what Carnegie Hall was. It 
is a tremendous building with three or 
four rows of Boxes all around it like the 
pictures of a Spanish Bull Ring. It is 
laid out kinder like the Metropolitan 
Opera House, the place that Mary Lewis 
and Marion Talley made famous. Al- 
though I myself am not any too familiar 
with that place either. : 
WELL, this a Hall is where 
they have all the “Big” Concerts. If 
a foreign Fiddler comes here, as soon as 
he is fumigated they throw him down 
and get a Musician’s dress suit on him, 
and put him in Carnegie Hall for a “‘Re- 
cital.” Foreign singers, as soon as they 


have lived long enough to learn enough 
songs for what they call an Evening’s 
entertainment, go there and give a “‘Re- 
cita].” Piano players are one of the prin- 
cipal commodities that haunt the central 
portion of the stage. It seems to kinder 
be the New York test. Men who have 
been let out of regular jobs in Theater 
orchestras form themselves into a gang 
and add the word “Symphony” and go 
in there and play “‘William Tell” for two 
hours.

edicament to Walter C. Kelly, the 
Virginia Judge, whom you all know as 
absolutely America’s premier story tell- 
er. Walter says, “Well, Will, you have 
one novelty to recommend you up in that 
Hall. You will be the only short-haired 
Guy that ever played that joint.” I used 
that remark up there that night with 
due credit to Walter, and it got just 


about the biggest laugh I got. He told 
me the next day, “You could have even 
gone further than that Will; you could 
have told them that you were about the 
only American that had ever played in 
there.” I know one thing; 1 am the only 
one that didn’t attempt to try to have on 
a Dress Suit. I have seen a lot of Ar- 
tists’ dress suits and I knew I couldn’t 
compete, with them, so I didn’t rent one. 
IT just stuck to the old Blue Serge with 


the mirror effect in the seat and knees. 
If it was good enough for Ponca City 
and Muskogee it was good enough for 
Uncle Andy’s Temple of Art. 

You see, here is where I figured I had 
the edge. The front as well as the back 
of the house was dedicated to art, and I 


knew that I would be no more out of 
place than the people that I drew in 
there. We were both looking it over for 
the first time. Of course, the Boys, the 
De Reske Singers, were with me, and 
they had drawn in a lot of people that 
were kinder on a nodding acquaintance 
with the Arts, but they just kinder 
snuggled down among all these Rough 
Necks and nobody noticed them at all. 

Ziegfeld didn’t get there. He was still 
in Palm Beach. But he would not have 
understood that type of entertainment, 
any way. It was of a very high class or- 
der. He would have been looking for 
jokes about Ann Pennington’s knees or 
something like that. Well, we had a 
great Gang that night. We had an awful 
lot of notables. So 1knew when I com- 
menced to get pretty tiresome that I 
would pick out a Notable in the audience 
and they would all be glad to see them. 
Mr. Abraham Erlanger, the greatest 
and most famous Theatrical Manager 
our game has ever produced, was there, 
and I certainly did feel swelled up be- 
cause he never goes to the Theater. He 
was interested with Mr. Ziegfeld in the 
Follies, and yet he never saw the show 
after it left Atlantic City to come to 
New York. Well, he was wonderful. I 
got him up and, say, he made a real 
speech. The house had lots of Actors 
who had never seen him before in their 
lives. I certainly did appreciate his com- 
ing, and everybody was tickled to see 
him. 


OUNG Teddy Roosevelt and Kermit 
were both there. The audience was 
glad to welcome them back to America 
and a Barber again. That must have 
been a wonderful trip, and they have 
some of the funniest stories about it!

Half-Forgotten Romances of American ristory

T frequent intervals in the history of 
the White House this historic mansion 
has been presided over by ladies not 
the wives of the chief executives, but 

their daughters, or daughters-in-law, sisters 
or nieces. 

Standing out in prominence as the metabo 
nieces of Presidents who acted as hostesses 
for them are Mrs. Harriet Lane Johnston, the 
vivacious relative of President James Buch- 
anan, who had the distinction of presiding 
there when the then Prince of Wales, after- 
ward King Edward the Seventh, was visiting 
in America, and Mrs. Andrew J. Donelson, 
niece of President Andrew Jackson, and wife 
of his favorite nephew and confidential ad- 
viser, Maj. Andrew Jackson Donelson. 

Emily Donelson, through her charm and 
beauty, was one of the most fascinating of 
the White House ladies. Tradition clothes 


her with the same legendary magnetic sway 
over the hearts and imagination of the people 
as it does piquant Dolly Madison, whose home 
on Lafayette square, now the Cosmos club of 


Washington, was a rendezvous of smart so- 
ciety many years after the sprightly Dolly had 
ceased to be first lady of the land. 

Emily Donelson also has gone down in 
history as being one of the few persons who 
dared defy that old fire-eater, Andrew Jack- 
son, to his face. The incident arose during 
the Peggy O’Neill controversy, which tore 
official Washington apart. President Jackson 
sided with lovely Peggy O’Neill Haton. Mrs. 
Donelson, then mistress of the White House, 
greeted Mrs. Eaton with courtesy at the 
official levees and public receptions held 
there, but when President Jackson asked his 
niece to call upon the lady whose reputation 
was reputed slightly tarnished, she answered 
him spiritedly: 

“Uncle, I will do anything on earth for

you, consistent with my dignity as a lady, but 


I can not, and will not, visit any one of Mrs. 


Eaton’s reputation.’ She carried her poini 
and the President is said never to have al- 


luded to the distasteful subject again in her 
presence. 

The “lovely Emily,’’ as the press of that 
day loved to call her, usually won her point. 
Her life training had been one that was to fit 
her for the high position she was finally to 
hold. 

The youngest child of Capt. Donelson, of 
Davidson county, Tenn., little Emily early 
exhibited a disposition for learning and cul- 
ture. In the old blue-backed spelling books 
of the period she achieved a knowledge of 
words and what they mean, and she is reputed 
to have been able to ‘‘spell down’’ any com- 
petitors in the weekly bees of the old plan- 
tation schoolhouse where the neighboring 
planters had secured a ‘‘Northern lady’”’ as 
teacher for their young hopefuls.

ODERN eyes might have viewed the com- 
munity in which Emily Donelson was 
raised as ‘‘backwoods.” “But the pleasures 


were not absent from this garden spot of 
nature, and the young people managed to get 
much joy out of mere living.’’ 

True, they had no shows and theaters to 
attend, but they had candy-pulling, spelling 
bees, country dances, corn-shuckings, log- 
rollings and house-raisings. There were no 
chocolates and other expensive sweetmeats 
fixed up in fancy boxes and bedizened with 
all sorts of multicolored ribbons, no cham- 
pagne with which to wash them down, no 
English walnuts or other new-fangled nuts, 
but they had an abundance of molasses candy, 
ginger cakes, doughnuts, maple sugar, black 
walnuts, hickory nuts, hazel nuts, cider, both 
sweet and hard, together with home-made 
wines, also persimmon beer.

These military lights of the day were 
jealous rivals for the little maiden’s hand. 
They delighted in expatiating on the charms 
of her mind and person.

Emily Donelson has been described at the 
age of 16 as being of medium height, with 
dark auburn hair, dark brown eyes, fair com- 
plexion, lips and brow exquisitely molded, 
slender, symmetrical figure and hands and feet 
tiny as a child’s. Her portraif bears a strik- 
ing resemblance to the pictures of Mary,, 
Queen of Scots. Her taste in dress was 


exquisite ana her toilette was the envy and 
admiration of fashionable Washington. 

The dress she wore at her first inauguration 
reception was an amber-colored satin, bro- 
caded with bouquets of rosebuds and violets, 
and richly trimmed with white lace and 
pearls, presented to her by President Jackson.

N the vear 1907 1 began to give serious 
] thought to the subject of permanent 

States’ buildings for the National Capi- 
tal, as by personal observation, especially af 
the St. Louis exposition. I saw there were 
expended to an apparent wasteful degree 
both energy and money with limited oppor- 


tunity of beneficial and lasting results by the 
erection of temporary buildings by the States 
at the national exposition. only to be de- 
molished, sold as junk and within a short 
time forgotten. I therefore began to advocate 
the building of permanent States’ buildings 
at some appropriate time to be determined 
upon. My conclusions have been now cen- 
tered upon the exposition to be held in Wash- 
ing in 1922 under the auspices of the Fed- 
eral government in commemoration of the 
two hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
George Washington. 

My conclusions as to the results of erect- 
ing States’ buildings in or near the District 
of Columbia and thereby establish at the seat 
of government @ permanent exhibit of the 
npetural resources, as well as the manufac- 
turing, agricultura!, educational and scien- 
tilic developments of each State and Terri- 
tury. are that it would be of inestimable 
value to each as 2 State/and also to the Fed- 
eral government as a Whole bv. increasing, 
through possible rivalry, the productive 
power of the States and thereby the taxable 
value of both State and Federal lands. 

The proposition is to erect a separate 
building for each of the several States and 
Territories, designed by authority of the 
State and upon lines which: would localize 
and present most strikingly the Siate’s in- 
dividuality. | 

In my judgment, the Federal government 
should contribute the ground upon which 
these buildings are to be erected. To insure 
proper and adequate surroundings for each 
building would require approximately 300 
acres to include necessary streets, avenues, 
parks, &c.

O insure proper and lasting results 

to avoid conflict of tastes and 
by persons of jinexerience and 
of many minds, the details 
left to the judgment of a _ special com- 
mission. Each building, however, should 
follow, architecturally, the dictations of the 
State, but conform to a general plan accept- 
able to this commission. The buildings should 
be built of material well known and recog- 
nized as a special product of its State. For 
example, Vermont will probably erect its 
building of Vermont granite, with interior 
trimmings of various Vermont marble, while 
Indiana would lean, no doubt, with favor to 
the Indiana limestone, carved in its most 
attractive style. Tennessee, doubtless, would 
have its building beautified by its various 
assortments of marble, interior and exterior; 
the ‘> me with Georgia, Alabama, Colorado 
and vuthers. California has its native red- 
wood, which could be used with great ad- 
vantage in trimming the interior of its 
building: and so on throughout the different 
States. where there is a wealth of building 
materia! already marketed or which the 
State desires to market, as indigenous to the 
State and worthy cf State pride and consid- 
cration. 

These buildings should be especially de- 
signed to properly exhibit the resources of 
the State as provided by nature, or by the 
cenius of man througn agricultural and 
manufacturing developments, strikingly por- 
trayed from the time the State came into 
the Union, its educational progress, its cli- 
matic advantages, giving a general display 
of the indigenous plants, flowers, fruits, 
vegetation, &c., checked with seasonal 
changes throughout the year, and then orna- 
mentally displayed. to present the greatest 
possibilities in each of these lines. 

To kindle and rekindle State pride on the 
part of the people from the various States, 
an assembly hall of proper size should be a 
part of each building, where State conven- 
tions-—nonpolitical-—-could he’ held; there 
should be the State’s own headquarters, 
where a book for registering visitors can be 
kept, and-a suitable suite for the governor

of the State whenever he or his family tem- 
porarily visits the National Capital. 

As the streets. avenues and  parkings. 
which would be for the general use of all 
the States, would beautify and exemplify the 
program, they should be cared for at the 
expense of the Federal government and re- 
main its property. 

For the purpose of protecting and dis- 
playing during the winter the plants. flow- 
ers and shrubbery indigenous to the South- 
ern States, it would be most appropriate to 
erect suitable greenhouses on the grounds. 

Located in the Nation’s Capital where peo- 


ple from all the States and from the whole 
world at some time visit, there would thus 
be presented in an attractive manner for 
visitors practically everything from each 
State of a substantial nature and progressive 
character worthy of practical exploitation. 
Surely no one can doubt the _ inestimable 
financial advantage to the States and no 
less to the Federal government such a dis- 
play would be. It would present in a practi- 
“ap way how many of the Western States 
have moved forward, step by step, from a 
barren prairie or desert to wealth and most 
fertile and productive agricultural land. 
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There could be practically demonstrated how, 
by irrigation, this has. been accomplished. 
The Federal governmentjcould show the val- 
uable work done in the forestry service, both 
in development and protection, and how its 
theory and practice are carried out 
rious States in the national park development 
and maintenance.

Millions of people in America, Europe, Asia 
and Africa are today observing the day set 
apart by a Pennsylvania woman, Miss Anna 
Jarvis, of Philadelphia whose idea has grown 
into an international demonstration for 
‘*Mother.”’

The word ‘‘mother” is the most potent of 
all words, wherever the foot of civilization 
has left its imprint. 

This Mothers’ day is not an idle sentiment. 
It is a great constructive movement of inter- 
national interest. It is now celebrated an- 
nually around the globe. 

The people on the boardwalks of Honolulu 
and Atlantic City, and Australia on the other 
side of the globe, are just as enthusiastic for 
Mothers’ day as any places one might men-

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not constructive minds, it is proposed to beige 
this plan, in the very near future. to the @- 
rect attention -of both Congress and State of- 
ficials. The object of such a conference is 
to induce the governors to recommend the 
plan to their respective State legislatures. 
The advisability that a special committee 
from the Senate and House be appointed to 
confer with a committee from the States, to 
discuss details and formulate a practical and 
workable plan would no doubt develop. 

It would be impossible to give the 
proposition now as to how this great move- 
ment should best be started, as there are 
many ramifications which are sure to develop 
and can not be foreseen in all of their vari- 
ous intricate phases, When the combined 
wisdom of national and State legislators is 
brought in conference to discuss a question of 
such magnitude and importance, details will] 
naturally develop and be met on lines broad 
enough for the purpose of drafting a bill for 
Congress and the legislatures, upon which the 
foundation may be laid and the work begun. 

Other cities and some States might natu- 
rally want these buildings erected within 
their territory, but by what argument can 
they maintain such a desire? It must be ad- 
mitted there is no place where these buildings 
can be located with the same neutrality as in 
the city of us all, and the one city which 
evérybody within this country and abroad de- 
sires, at some time, to yisit IT will not 
cuss location nor the architectural a 
of the buildings at this time. Let us indorSe 
the broad principle of States buildings for 
permanent exhibition at the Nation’s Capital 
through a concerted movement of Congrets 
and the State officials. When this is success- 
fully accomplished, a committee, represent- 
ing all interests, can be appointed to work 
out the practical details. The site for each 
State building should be donated only for a 
specific purpose. 

The Federal government should retain 
ownership to the ground so that it can he 
used only by the State for its exhibits, and 
if not taken for that purpose within a specl- 
fied time, or if it should not be maintained 
ata fixed standard by the State, it should re- 
vert to the Federal government. 

I am not'a promoter but my services are 
always subject to the command of my people 
if they think I can be of assistance. I believe 
the community in which we live is entitled to 
the best service there is in us, and that\we all 
owe something to our country; hence, the 
contribution of this subject, on my part, for 
what it may be worth, believing it a most 
worthy proposition of inestimable value to - 
the Federal government, the State and the 
individual. I hope it will receive prompt and 
serious consideration by public officials, as I 
think it justly deserves and what I truly he- 
lieve it will mean to the people generally.

Less spectacular, perhaps, than the stam- 
pede of birdmen to cross the pole by air, yet 
equally abounding in possibilities for enrich- 
ing the world, are the expeditions of scien- 
tists into the far North this summer. Their 
goal is to solve the riddle of the weather, to 
fathom mysteries of the earth’s magnetism, 
to plumb uncharted seas—in short, to stake 
the claims of science to new wonders where- 
ever they may be found. 

Knowledge of inestimable value for the 
safety of lives at sea, for example, writes 
Edgar C. Wheeler in Popular Science Month- 
ly for June, undoubtedly will result from the 
Greenland expedition of the University of 
Michigan, led by Dr. William Herbert Hobbs, 
professor of geology. With a party of twenty 
scientists, Dr. Hobbs journeys by boat to the 
coldest and most desolate land on earth, there 
to study at their source the twin perils of the 
North Atlantic—the terrific storms which dur- 
ing the last winter have swept down with un- 
equaled fury on ships at sea, and the icebergs 
which are a constant menace to navigation. 

He believes that the source of both these 
is to be found in the great ddme of perpetual 
ice which caps almost the entire continent 
of Greenland. Here, he tells us, is the refrig- 
erator of the earth, the “‘North Wind Pole,”’ 
where high currents of warm air from the 
equator are sucked down, as if through a gi-

Under the new influenes of all the food he 
wanted, he lost his v.vllflike gauntness and 
became a good-looking enough animal,

jearn them than any other dog I have seen.

HIS is a personal question and I mean 
it to be. Recently we celebrated 


American forest week. It should be 

a perpetual celebration instead of just 
a one-week affair. We are rapidly approach- 
ing the season of the ‘‘Red Terror,’’ with all 
the destructiveness that follows in its wake: 
and nine times out of ten the ‘‘Red Terror” 
is set free by the ‘‘I-didn‘t-mean-to’’ man. 
It is a fact that the majority of forest 
fires are due to carelessness and  heed- 
lessness. The man who throws a cigarette or 
a cigar stub away while tramping in the 
woods, or motoring through the woods, and 
does not first make sure that it is extin- 
guished, is a firebug. So is the one who 
does not extinguish a camp fire. He is onlv 
one degree less reprehensible than the firebug 
who deliberately sets a fire. 

The need of ceaseless watchfulness while 
in the woods is being constantly preached, 
but somehow a majority of people appear to 
have a way of reading things and hearing 
things stated without in the least grasping 
what it is all about. At times the human 
mind is the hardest thing in the world in 
which to make a dent. I have heard men 
decry the terrible annual fire loss to our for- 
ests and seen those same men toss a cigarette 
away without looking to see where it might 
fall. 

The oldest living thing in the world is a 
tree. The mightiest living creation of nature 
is a tree. Man's debt to trees is beyond com- 
putation and human comprehension. That 
America is what it is today is in large meas- 
ure due to its one-time forests. The very 
physical condition of fertile valleys through- 
out this great land of ours is due to trees and 
their control of the waterflow. 

I have the utmost respect for a tree. Have 
you ever stopped to think what a marvelous 
thing a great tree is? Out of the earth and 
the air it is built, for growth after all is 
merely a form of building. In miscroscopic 
quantities from earth and air are drawn the 
elements to build up cell by cell this living 
thing—-man’s friend, protector, benefactor 
and servant. 


When I see an ax driven into a tree it gives 
me a feeling of physical pain. When I see 
thoughtless boys and careless men wantonly 
breaking branches from trees, disfiguring 
trees by slashing with ax and knife, stripping 
the white outer coat from the glorious birch, 
tearing branches to pieces in the flowering 
season for the sake of a few hours of possible 
enjoyment, which must be at the cost of years 
of disfigurement—it positively hurts.

I wonder how many know the Spadefoot 
toad. Although widely distributed, this mem- 
ber of the toad family manages to keep out of 
sight most of the time. It is almost wholly 
nocturnal in habit. The only time these toads 
are seen in numbers is in the spring, when 
they resort to the water to. deposit eggs. 
This usually is during a heavy rainstorm or 
long drizzling continued rains, and these 
toads may appear by hundreds at that time. 
Unlike his cousin—common Mr. Hoptoad— 
the Syvadefoot does not remain in the water 
for azy length of time. Usually it is only one 
nighi; occasionally two. But while there he 
makds his presence known to all the world. 
The temale makes a low grunting sound, but 
the call of the male is loud and has great 
carrying sower. By the way, the eyes of this 
toad are even more beautifully golden than 
those of the common toad. After the laying 
of the eggs the toads disappear and there is 
much mystery about it. Except during the 
breeding season a Spadefoot is found only by 
accident. It gets the name of Spadefoot be- 
cause of its ability to dig in. 


Our Living Emblem. 


We are a strange people. We adopt a bird 
as a living emblem of the nation, and then 
we allow a territory to offer a bounty for the 
destruction of this same living emblem. This 
is what has been done in Alaska, on the al- 
leged grounds that bald eagles interfere with 
the salmon fisheries. Inasmuch as this bird 
is seldom a fisherman, if the fish can be found 
dead, and inasmuch as wherever salmon run 
they can be found dead in great quantities 
along the shore, the charge that the eagle is 
a menace to an industry which is notorious 
for its reckless disregard of its own future 
seems rather far-fetched, to say the least. 
But even if it were not, what right has any

The splendid picture of a bald eagle that 
accompanies this article shows the bird at 
its best. This bird was 4 years old at the time 
the picture was taken and shows to advantage 
the snowy head. Why any bird with such a 


splendid covering for his head as is here @& 
parent should be called ‘‘nald,”’ is beyond my 
understanding. I occasionally hear criticism 
of the eugle as the national emblem because 
of certain undesirable qualities, as, for in- 
stance, playing the part of tyrant by robbing 
the fishhawk or osprey of its plunder. But 
over against such undesirable habits as it 
may have is the fact that much of ita exist- 
ence centers around the home. Bald eagles 
mate for life, and the nest is used year after 
year, being added to each season. Because 
the young remain in the nest for many weeks 
the activities of the parent birds necessarily 
center around the home. 


Is the Antelope Doomed? 


The very spirit of the Western plains is 
embodied in the prong horn antelope, the 
only antelope in America and one having no 
near relatives in the world. Once upon a time 
antelopes existed in millions. They were in 
even greater numbers than the bison or buf- 
falo. Today but a few thousands remain. 
They can not be kept in captivity. Their only 
hope lies in complete protection on such free 
range as is left to them. This animal bas 
true horns, but, unlike other horn-bearing 
animals, drops them annually, as the antlers 
of the deer family are dropped. Antlers, you 
know, are not true horns. 


A Naturalist’s Question Box. 


‘‘What are purple grackles good for? Have 
they been imported into this country within 
the last ten or twelve years? I do not re- 
member having seen or heard of them when 
I was a youngster,’ says Allison Viles, of 
Dover, N. H. 

Purple grackles are native born Americans. 
When I was a boy they were commonly ealied 
“crow blackbirds.’’ They are rather noisy 
birds, and they are sometimes guilty of pull- 
ing corn which is sprouting. They aleo are 
accused of destroying eggs and young of other 
birds. However, probably it is a few indi- 
viduals who are guilty of these things, and 
not the great body of the birds. Forbush says

Man, proud and arrogant, has long looked 
upon himself as a great huntsman.

But where lions and tigers have suc- 
cumbed, one far less heroic, the rat, grows 
stronger, bolder and more numerous despite 
the unceasing attacks of the great huntsman. 

The rat, declare those who have made a 
study of him, is an organized enemy of man- 
kind, disciplined like a soldier, fierce, clever 
and warlike. According to Prof. Henry H. 
Donaldson, of the Wistar institute, the rat 
population of the United States is equal to 
its human population. This makes nearly 
120,000,000 rats, an extraordinary figure. 
And ‘tae United States is less troubled by 
thes» pests than are most other nations. 

‘there are people today, and probably al- 
ways will be, who believe that the rat prob- 
lem is easily solved; that all you have to do 
‘o get rid of rats is to invite a lusty tomcat 
to share sour premises with you.

Traps, simplest and most primitive 
weapons, are still the most effective. 


Power From the Sea? 


The world’s industrial power of the future 
possibly may be drawn from the heat of warm 
sea water, says Popular Science Monthly. Al- 
ready German scientists believe they have 
found a way to use this latent energy. The 
warm sea water will, they assert, evaporate 
carbon dioxide or ammonia, and the pressure 
thus obtained can be used in steam turbines 
to produce tremondous electric power.

Professional fakers of antiques employ 
skillful tricks to give new furniture the ap- 
pearance of age and wear. 

“We get brand-new reproductions of ancient 
furniture direct from the factory,’ says a 
maker of “genuine antiques’? in Popular 
Science Monthly for June. ‘First we go over 
every square inch of a piece, wearing it down 
with a rasp or half-round fle to give it the 
look of a well worn article. Wherever there 
naturally would have been wear, we dig the 
spots out first with a small hand ax and then 
with different sizes of files until there are 
little hollows such as hands or feet would 
have made. Edges and corners of drawers 
we make round, but a bit uneven, as they 
would have been if pulled in and dut for cen- 
turies. 

“Then furniture that must have seen ex- 
traordinary rough usage must be thoroughly 
scarred. For impressive scars there’s nothing 
better than a short piece of good, heavy chain 
for beating the piece again and again. The 
dents it makes are rounded and uneven. A 


stone tied on a piece of canvas makes realistic 
sears, too. 

‘“‘And, of course, an antique would not be 
an-antique if it didn’t. have its quota of worm- 


holes. So we put them in. There are many 
ways to do this. My favorite is a block of 
wood with heads of fine nails imbedded in it. 
From the outside the worms themselves 
couldn't tell the difference hetween their work 
and mine.

‘Most of the prisoners are victims of these 


leaders or of conditions; nevertheless we 
won’t have the right laws or get improve- 
ments in administration unless we clearly 
differentiate between these few and the many. 
You and your various statements emphasize 
the many; the newspapers and the public are 
featuring the few and have no appreciation 
of the problem of the many,” ; 


Another letter to appear in the same maga- 


zine is from Dr. Spencer R. Stone, of Georgia, ’ 


who asserts that agitation for abolishing pis- 
tols is useless. 

“If the manufacture and sale of guns were 
stopped today,” Dr. Stone declares, ‘‘shooting

‘Police officers should be authorized and 


instructed to stop and search a given num-- 


ber of men every day. It would require but 
a few seconds, and the law-abiding citizen, 
realizing its good purpose, would not object;

Beloved as a daughter by Mrs. Jackson, 
and intimately associated with her for years, 
Mrs. Donelson had been beside that dear 
friend and relative at her death, and her ten- 
derness and sympathy did much to mitigate 
the poignancy of the general’s bereavement. 

He always called her ‘‘my daughter” and 
often, when wearied with the cares of office, 
would seek relaxation in her family circle.

RESIDENT JACKSON was an ideal grand- 

father, and the little ones ruled the White 
House. 

Yet a cloud was upon the bright skies. Mrs. 
Donelson’s health began to fail and in the 
spring of 1836 she went to her Tennessee 
home, Tulip Grove, hoping to regain strength. 

Alas! it soon beca/‘me apparent that con- 
sumption had marked her for its victim. 

The desolate husband in-vain brought in 
all available medical aid. It was too late. 

Within six months she was on her death- 
bed surrounded by her children and husband. 
She clung to them all with a pathetic tender- 
ness that told all too plainly of the separation 
that was to come. 

As she lay there one evening, a little bird 
entered her room. One of the children tried 
to catch it. ‘Don’t disturb it, darling,’ sald 
the mother, ‘‘it comes to bid me prepare my 
flight to another world.”

The Hero of Manila.

Old Jim, the crippled sailor, was sitting on 
a bench in front of his hut. The children 
came running up begging for one of his 
stories and as he was always ready to talk 
about his adventures he said he would tell 
them one. 

‘“‘As you know, I was with Dewey on his 
victorious battle against the Spanish fleet. 
On the day of May 1, 1898, we decided to 
bear down on the Spanish battleships and 
capture them in Philippine waters. That 
night we started and before dawn the next 
morning we had taken every ship without 
loss of man or vessel. Dewey was magnificent, 
never {in all my years at sea have I seen a 
man as calm as he was with the chance of 
being a nation-wide hero. It would have 
driven me wild as I watched the fight and 
Baw our men apparently losing now and gain- 
ing then. 

“Sometimes the commodore would tell us 
of his life. It was very interesting and I will 
tell you now if you will listen closely. 

‘He was born in 1837 and was of English 
descent. From early boyhood he had been 
the terror of his teacher until he was whipped 
by one of them. ‘That,’ he said, ‘was what 
made a man of him.’ 

He went to Annapolis and after his ex- 
aminations his father who had accompanied 
him bade him good-by with the words, 
‘‘George, I have done all I can for you. The 
rest you must do for yourself.’’ 

This made a lasting impression on him and 
when he graduated at the end of four years, 
he was the fifth in standing. ‘He was after- 
ward made a commodore and sent to the port 
of Hongkong, China, during the Spanish- 
It was here that he received 
the message to capture the boats. 

“He died in 1917 honored, praised and 
triumphant. He was 80 years old and had 
attained the rank of admiral, the highest 
rank that can be bestowed upon a man. He 
had won a battle that marked the emergence 
of the United States as a world power.’’ 

As he finished the delighted children utter- 
ed a cheer and with many ‘“thanks’’ to the 
old man ran off to reenact the famous battle 
of Manila.

Dear Post Boys and Girls: 

Hurrah for Old Ironsides! 

I understand that the response of Wash- 
ington boys and girls to the appeal to save 


this famous battleship was most generous 
and general. I am proud of this fact. We need 
{o conserve our historic sites, landmarks, 
ships and memories so they may teach their 
lessons of patriotism, national and _ civic 
service for generations to come. 

One of the most inspiring sights I have 
ever witnessed was that of the Boy Scouts’ 
rally on the White House lot back of the 
executive mansion last Saturday. This is a 
splendid organization for boys and I am glad 
of the new plans which will permit member- 
ship for boys from 8 to 12 years of age. I 
saw Dan Beard, the chief scout, at close 
range. Despite his great age he is still active 
and useful and an inspiration to the boys 
of America. The Girl Scouts are also a most 
useful body and I would like to see every 
girl possible enrolled in some troop. 

You will read the winning essay on the 
Admiral Dewey contest on this page today. 
It was most successful and the entries reach- 
ed a total of more than 200. On another part 
of this page you will see the list of those 
who won honorable mention for their work 
in this contest. 

Last Monday night I took the boys and 
girls who have radios on “‘A Little Journey 
to the Washington Monument during .The 
Washington Post hour over WCAP. For the 
benefit of those who were not able to listen 
in I will repeat here some of my talk. 

The National Capital has the greatest piece 
of masonry in the world in the Washington 
monument, which is a tribute of the nation 
to the great George Washington, the chief 
founder of this republic. 

Now that the pleasant spring days are 
come, a little journey to the Washington 
monument is an idea] way to spend a Satur- 
day afternoon. Ask your parents or adult 
friends to go with you, because the monu- 
ment officials think it best not to take young 
children unaccompanied by older persons on 
the elevator, which takes seven minutes to 
reach the chamber at the top of the monu- 
ment. 

Of course, if you care to walk up the mon- 
ument staircase you may. There are 900 
steps to the top, and that is a long walk. 
Many, however, walk down the monument 
stairs because they wish to inspect the tab- 
lets placed on the walls at the various land- 
ings. ° 

The Washington monument is a majestic, 
tapering pyramid of white against the sky 
and rises 556 feet into the air and can bs 
seen for miles around the National Capital. 

The history of the Washington monument 
dates back to a short period after his death, 
when Congress passed a law providing for 
the erection of a marble monument to the 
Father of his Country. This resolution also 
asked that his family permit his body to be 
buried underneath this monument. Mrs. Mar- 
tha Washington consented, but after her 
death other relatives of Gen. Washington re- 
fused permission for his removal from Mount 
Vernon. In 1832, the proposal was again 
made to John Augustine Washington, but he 
also refused. 

Patriotic citizens decided to build the 
monument and the Washington National 
Monument society was organized and a pop- 
ular subscription was started to raise the 
money to build the memorial. Boys and 
girls gave their pennies just as you gave 
yours today to help save ‘‘Old Ironsides,”’ the 


historic battleship Constitution, which has 
been threatened with destruction. 

The corner stone of the monument was 
laid on July 4, 1848, but when the shaft 
reached the height of 150 feet the funds gave 
out, and not until 1876——the centennial year 
——did Congress again undertake to finish the 
work. The monument was completed on De- 
cember 6, 1884, at a cost, in round numbers, 
of $1,800,000. The design was by Robert 
Mills. 

Let us continue on our little journey of 
the monument as it appears today. As we 
enter its interior we find it lighted by elec- 
tricity and a group of persons waiting to 
take the ride in the elevator. 

Up, up we go, it seems very slowly, and 
as we slowly rise up the elevator shaft we 
catch glimpses through the cage of a series 
of stones—--on the landings of the stairway— 
dedicated to the memory of Washington. 

In all there are 170 of these stones, notable 
many of them for their beautiful and elab- 
orate carving. At the height of 504 feet the 
elevator stops and we leave it and step out 
on a platform. Here the walls are pierced 
with eight port openings or windows, two 
on each side. Looking through them, one 
after another, you can see the great park- 
way of the presidential grounds, with the 
Treasury, the State, War and Navy Depart- 
ments, the White House and the beautiful 
monument to President Lincoln in the dis- 
tance; through intervening tree tops can be 
seen the Smithsonian institution, the Na- 
tional museum, the dome of the Capitol; 
south of us flow the waters of the Potomac 
and to the west is Arlington, where sleep 
the nation’s brave. 

The plan of Washington is very noticeable 
from the monument, with the avenues radi- 
ating from the Capitol and the executive 
mansion, north and south and east and west, 
in straight, broad lines like the spokes of a 
great wheel, and here and there, where 
they cross the streets, they are dotted with 
circles or squares of little parks. 

On the stone in the Washington monument 
sent by China to honor America’s greatest 
hero, part of the inscription reads: “Can 
any Man in ancient or modern times fail to 
pronounce Washington peerless?” No just 
man or woman could fail because this Ameri- 
can was one of the great ones of earth.

The volume of construction com- 
mitments hada slight drop in April, 
according to F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion. Contracts awarded last 
month in. the thirty-seven States 
east of the Rocky mountains (which 
include about 91 per cent of the to- 
tal construction volume of the coun- 
try) amounted to $570,613,600. 
There was a decrease of nearly 5 
per cent from the preceding month, 
and the increase over April of last 
vear was less than 1 per cent. The 
spring peak of contracts usually 
falls in April, but apparently 
reached in March this year. 

Included in last month’s records 
were the following important 
items: $265,331,000, or 46 per cent 
of all construction, for residential 
buildings: $89,333,000, or 16 per 
cent, for commercial buildings; 
$79,227,400, or 14 per cent, for 
public works and utilities (mainly 
civil engineering projects); $45,- 
652.800. or 8 per cent, for indus- 
trial buildings, and $38,480,200, or 

per cent, for educational build- 
ings. - 

Total buildings and engineering 
contracts awarded during the first 
four months of 1926 have amount- 
ed to $2,015,551,300, the largest 
amount vet recorded for the first 
four months of any vear. The in- 
crease over the first four months of 
1925 has been 20 percent. At the 
end of March this year was 30 per 
cent ahead of 1925. Outside of 
New York city (which is now 95 
per cent ahead of last year) the in- 
crease to the end of April was 8 
per cent.

The newer editions of the large 
dictionaries contain a definition of | 
the term realtor, and the following | 
definition is from Webster’s new 
edition: ‘‘A real estate broker who 
is a member of a local board having | 
a membership in the National Asso-' 
ciation of Real Estate Boards, an | 
organization incorporated in 1908 
for the advancement of the interest 
of real estate brokers and the pro-| 
tection of the public from unprinci- 
pled agents or brokers.’’

SERPENT FASCINATES 
WOMEN AS OF OLD 


Reptile House Keeper Says 
Fair Visitors Stare for 


Hours at Snakes. | 


Philadelphia, May 8 (By A. P.). 
That the serpent has lost nothing 
of its primeval fascination, is the 
conviction of Robert Hess, for 
twenty-seven years keeper of the 
reptile house of the Fairmount Park 


snakes,’’ Mr. Hess said. ‘‘They come 
again and again and stay for hours; 
some of them standing perfectly 
absorbed without moving, just 
watching the movements of the big 
reptiles.’ 

The huge boa constrictors and 
anacondas seem especially attrac- 
tive to the women visitors to the 
z00, the keeper said. He attributes 
the strange lure of reptiles for 
women partly to the slight element 
of danger and to the stealthiness of 
their movements. 

Snakes have his indorsement as 
household pets, but he stipulates 
that the owner must banish all fear 


‘or hatred for them before attempt- 
‘ing to keep one.
